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(57) Abstract 

The invention relates to a device, in particular for the removal 
of parasites or ticks from the skin of animals or humans, 
comprises a housing, a spreading gripping tool, a spreading 
device, for spreading the gripping tool and a rotation device for 
rotating the gripping tool about the axis of the device, whereby 
the gripping tool encloses a sealed cavity in the unspread state 
thereof for enclosing the parasite or the tick. The gripper tool is 
made in particular from an elastic or flexible material. 
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
